With 
affrmation of this conviction by 
the District Court of Appeal, the 
only hope of the former club leader 
lies In a reversal of judgment by 
the State Supreme or execu- 
tive clemency. 


Miss Whitney was arrested Dec. 
11, 1919. She had just delivered | 
an address which was the cause 
of much dispute and partial dis- 
ruption of the Oakland Civic Cen- 
ter.
